UVic lab upgrading underway 

Level 3 lab will complement existing local facilities

The upgrading of UVic’s Biochemistry and 
Microbiology Containment Laboratory in the 
Petch (Science and Engineering) Building is 
underway. Construction is expected to take 
four months. 

The laboratory is being upgraded to en¬ 
sure that it will meet or exceed the 1990 
Laboratory Biosafety Guidelines developed 
by Health and Welfare Canada’s Laboratory 
Centre for Disease Control and the Medical 
Research Council of Canada for a Contain¬ 
ment Level 3 research facility. A Contain¬ 
ment Level 3 facility will allow UVic re¬ 
searchers to conduct work with bacteria, 
fungi and viruses that requires more strin¬ 
gent safety procedures. 

Previously, UVic’s Containment Labora¬ 
tory met Level 2 standards for handling 
bacteria, fungi, parasite, and virus research. 
“We are committed to providing a first-class 
research facility that meets every standard 
and requirement,” UVic President Howard 
Petch said. “The research that will be per¬ 
formed in the laboratory has vital implica¬ 
tions for the search for cures and the preven¬ 
tion of immune system and parasitic diseases 
that are causing tremendous suffering around 
the world. We want to help put an end to the 
suffering and needless deaths, but we want to 
ensure that our research is conducted in 
accordance with strict safety procedures so 
that the Victoria community can feel secure 
at all times. 

“This lab will be an asset not only for 
university research but it will be made avail¬ 
able to the medical community if a secure di¬ 
agnostic laboratory is required,” he said. 
“With world-travel a common occurrence, 
there is a potential for exotic and contagious 
diseases to make an appearance here. The 
Containment Lab would be available to 
complement the existing local services in 
dealing with these occasional problems.” 

M. E. Kennedy, Chief, Office of Bio¬ 
safety, Laboratory Centre for Disease Con¬ 
trol in Ottawa, has visited UVic twice to 


review and consult over the upgrading plans. 
She will be visiting once more during con¬ 
struction and will review the results of tests 
performed both during construction and after 
completion of the upgrading work. The tests 
will be conducted by outside engineering 
firms and consultants. The facility will not 
open until it meets all requirements and stan¬ 
dards. 

Petch said that both the CRD Regional 
Medical Health Officer and the provincial 
Ministry of Health have been kept fully in¬ 
formed about plans for the facility and that 
the CRD officials have been invited to in¬ 
spect the facilities at any time. 

Under the national Laboratory Biosafety 
Guidelines Containment Level 3 facilities 
require features such as controlled access, 
back flow preventers on the water system, 
secure drainage, an autoclave for steriliza¬ 
tion, and a controlled exhaust system. The 
facility must be tested for containment capa¬ 
bility upon completion of construction and 
be tested at least annually from then on. 

UVic Chemical/Biosafety Officer Daphne 
Donaldson, who is overseeing the lab up¬ 
grading, is developing the operating proce¬ 
dures for the facility. According to Donaldson, 
extensive training and strictprotocols will be 
put in place to deal with all lab procedures 
including waste disposal and medical sur¬ 
veillance. Donaldson said that these proce¬ 
dures will be reviewed by the University 
Biosafety Committee which includes CRD 
Deputy Medical Health Officer Dr. Timothy 
Johnstone and an additional member of the 
medical community. The Biosafety Commit¬ 
tee also reviews all research proposals in¬ 
volving micro-organisms. 

Biochemistry and microbiology research 
at UVic has already yielded a number of 
breakthroughs including new candidate vac¬ 
cines for gastroenteritis, rickettsial diseases, 
and Leishmania, as well as a diagnostic test 
for African sleeping sickness and diagnostic 
tests for salmonid diseases.

More money available under 
B.C. Student Asssistance 

The B.C. Student Loan Lifetime Limit has been increased by 20 per cent from the cur¬ 
rent $25,000 to $30,000, Advanced Education, Training and Technology Minister Bruce 
Strachan has announced. 

The first such increase since 1988 has been made in response to increased student 
borrowing, stated an April 26 news release from Strachan's Ministry. 

In addition, said the release, the maximum amount of award money a student may 
receive has been increased from $200 to $210 per week of study for students without 
dependents, and from $300 to $315 for students with dependents. 

“Although the federal government has not upgraded die Canada Student Loan Pro¬ 
gram since 1984, these changes are aimed at keeping pace with inflation within our own 
student financial assistance program,” Strachan said in the release. 

The maximum book and supply allowance has also been increased, by 25 per cent 
from $1,600 to $2,000, to offset increased costs in those areas, the release said. 

Computer technique will assess 
heart damage without risk 

Bridging the gap between engineering and medicine

It may come as a surprise that a major recipi¬ 
ent of outside grant money at UVic is not an 
academic department but the University 
Archives in the MacPherson Library base¬ 
ment Over the past five years. Archives has 
received over $200,000 in grants to make 
information in the collections more acces¬ 
sible to scholars. 

From 1984to 1988, Archives wasawarded 
a total of $23,200 from the Canadian Council 
of Archives and the University Alumni Asso¬ 
ciation in order to establish a computerized 
photograph index of university photos. In 
1987 a Canadian Studies Research Tools 
Grant for $63,053 was awarded to produce a 
guide to UVic’s military collections, a proj¬ 
ect which is still being completed. The B.C. 
Heritage Trust awarded a $7,250 matching 
grant in 1988 to produce a guide to the 
official records of the university and its prede¬ 
cessor institutions. A Canadian Council of 
Archives backlog matching grant for $7,000, 
awarded in 1989, helped with the catalogu¬ 
ing of the papers of the late UVic geography 
professor Derek Sewell, and a Canadian 
Studies Research Tools Grant for $29,777, 
awarded in the same year, provided for the 
production of an inventory to the records of 
Robin Skelton, UVic creative writingprofes- 
sor. 

Perhaps the most impressive current proj¬ 
ect, according to archivist Chris Petter, is the 
production of a guide to the university’s 
unofficial records and personal papers and to 
Special Collections’ manuscript collections. 
This project is being funded by a two-year, 
$73,934 grant from Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council of Canada 
(SSHRC). 

The guide will provide greater access to 
the original Canadian documents housed at 
the McPherson Library. It will consist of 
detailed descriptions of each accession as 
weii as an introduction and a name and sub¬ 
ject index. The material that the guide will 
deal with is “evidence of what has happened 
here culturally and in education,” Petter says. 
“Hie guide will make it possible to use the 
material for scholarly endeavors by helping 
people find what they’re looking for.” Previ¬ 
ously, finding specific information in the 
collection took a lot of time and energy and 
was dependent not only upon the archivist’s 
familiarity with the collection but also upon 
a certain amount of luck. 

The guide will be put on computer disk, 
and the database is expected to become an 
integral part of the online integrated cata¬ 
logue system the library is implementing. 
This will allow even greater access by mak¬ 
ing the material available to scholars off 
campus and across the country. A bound 
version of the guide will be sent to all major 
repositories in Canada, and the guide will 
also be available on microfiche. 

The records will be of major interest to 
Canadian scholars as they document aspects 
of Canadian social and political history, multi- 


The Editor: 

A statement attributed to Vic Golinsky (B&G) which 
appeared in The Martlet (March 29th, p3, "about 
the fountain”), should not pass without comment. 
Vic was quoted as saying “that concrete is cheaper

Over the last 10 years, Petter has hired 
work-study students and temporary techni¬ 
cal staff, and he now has a professional 
archivist working on contract to produr~ 
finding aids. 

Recently, staff member Paul Lukaszek 
completed sorting, arranging and describing 
the Derek Sewell papers resulting in the 
production of a detailed finding aid for the 
use of this group of papers, manuscripts, 
research and teaching materials which oc¬ 
cupy 62 cubic-foot boxes. 

Sewell had a national and international 
reputation in the fields of geography, natural 
resources management, water diversions and 
exports, and environmental issues. The col¬ 
lection of his papers will provide research 
materials for geographers, historians and 
social scientists interested in any aspect of 
environmental policy or natural resource 
management in Canada during the 1970s and 
1980s. In addition, the Sewell papers include 
correspondence with some prominent Cana¬ 
dians. 

Petter describes the mandate of the UVic 
Archives as the arrangement and description 
of all records in such a manner that all mate¬ 
rial can be retrieved down to the file level. 
Large collections such as the Robin Skelton 
papers present a special challenge to the 
Archives staff, and the creation of finding 
aids for scholars using such collections re¬ 
quires extra funding from outside sources. 
Archivist Anne Maclean and work-study 
students Diana Hayes and Patrick Regan 
worked to produce the finding aid for the 
Skelton papers. 

Skelton has made many contributions to 
the Archives and has been a long-time sup¬ 
porter of the university’s efforts to build a 
collection of modem literary manuscripts. 
He has assisted in many aspects of the project 
that deal with his own papers, which include 
over 3,000 unpublished worksheets or drafts 
of poetry, correspondence, lectures, video 
and tape cassettes, and even drawings. 

Skelton also has played an important role 
in the history of UVic. He was influential in 
the MacPherson Library’s Special Collec¬ 
tion Division, and helped establish, with 
colleague John Peter, the Malahat Review. 
This journal has included issues devoted to 
such noteworthy figures as Herbert Read, 
Robert Graves, and Margaret Atwood. Skel¬ 
ton was also responsible, in part, for the 
establishment of the Creative Writing De¬ 
partment as a separate, independent depart¬ 
ment 

Thanks to all these generous grants and 
efforts of the archives staff members, many 
important university records are now more 
accessible. Petter and his staff encourage 
everyone to come in and use these records.

A computer model developed by two UVic 
researchers will allow the limits of endurance 
of the human heart to be tested from the rela¬ 
tive comfort of a computer terminal in UVic’s 
CAD/CAM laboratory. 

With a $132,000 research contract from 
Canada’s Defence and Civil Institute for 
Environmental Medicine, Mechanical 
Engineering’s Dr. BehrouzTabarrokandPh.D. 
student Jim Moore are using a mathematical 
technique, the finite element method, to ana¬ 
lyze the effect of high gravity upon the human 
heart They’re trying to determine whether the 
stresses of rapid acceleration, such as that 
endured by fighter pilots, affect the heart per¬ 
manently. As fighter-aircraft have become 
faster and more maneuverable, pilots have had 
to contend with new physiological stresses. 
For example, high accelerations draw blood 
away from the pilot’s head and toward the feet, 
so that without pressurized pants that force 
blood back up the body, the pilots would lose 
consciousness. More recently, newly achieved 
higher rates of acceleration are causing the 
heart to elongate into a cylindrical shape while 
the plane is accelerating. 

By creating a computer model of the heart 
and then subjecting it to as much as 10 times 
the force of normal gravity, Tabarrok and Moore 
hope to determine if heart damage occurs 
when the heart is subjected to high-g forces, 
where it occurs, and how much acceleration 
the heart can tolerate without permanent 
damage. 

In December, Moore and Tabarrok, using 
their finite element technology, completed a 


Shields resigns 



Ken Shields has resigned from UVic effective 
May 31. “He had a difficult decision to make 
and he made it," says David Clode, Associate 
Director of Student and Ancillary Services, in 
reference to Shields’ conflicting responsibili¬ 
ties to UVic as athletic director and to his 
contract as head coach of the Canadian men’s 
basketball team. “UVic had a set of require¬ 
ments. Basketball Canada had a set of require¬ 
ments. They couldn't both be met by the same 
person in the same time frame. We are in the 
process of trying to recruit a successor," Clode 
says. In 14 years at UVic Shields coached the 
Vikings basketball team to seven consecutive 
CIAU titles and nine appearances in the na¬ 
tional finals. Jim Hays, co-ordinator of Facilities 
and Recreation, will take Shields’ place as 
athletic director on an interim basis while a 
successor is found. 


study for a group of Canadian dental sur¬ 
geons who wanted to be certain that a newly 
designed tooth implant would hold up, over 
time, to the stresses of grinding and chew¬ 
ing. Using the same technique they’re us¬ 
ing to analyze the capabilities of the heart, 
they found a weak point which would break 
under the pressure of daily biting. Moore 
points out the spot on his computer image 
of the implant “A dentist couldn’t have 
found that They would only have known 
that the implant was breaking: they couldn ’t 
have known why,” he says. 

The heart study, which began this Janu¬ 
ary, will continue for a year and a half. It 
includes a comparison of the results of 
stress and deformations found in Moore 
and Tabarrok’s computer and mathematical 
models with results from test pilots placed 
in a centrifuge and monitored by X-ray and 
video. The test pilots are subjected to only 
three to four times normal gravity. 

“Obviously, because of danger or cost, 
some experiments can’t be performed us¬ 
ing pilots. But the finite element method 
allows simulation of those things which 
couldn’t otherwise be experimented with. 
For example, testing high-g’s, at the level 
we’re applying to our computer graphics 
model, couldn’t be done with a living 
model,”Tabarrokexplains.“Butthe method 
(which involves decoding colour patches 
from a 3-D computer graphic: the colours 
represent different stress levels) is very 
powerful, and versatile, for analyzing a 
host of engineering problems, and so we’re 
able to use that” 

“All we’re really doing is testing the 
strengths and weaknesses of a structure (the 
heart), in the same way we would test the 
structure of an automobile or an airplane,” 
Moore says. But because little is known 
about how heart tissue reacts to high loads 
and there is little knowledge about some of 
the heart’s most basic aspects—how it is 
supported, for example—the research may 
lead to as many questions as it answers. 

“We might have to consider how the 
elongation, which is caused by high-g, af¬ 
fects the heart’s pulsation, for example,” 
says Tabarrok. And answering such ques¬ 
tions may, in turn, pose more queries. 

Tabarrok and Moore are using Dr. David 
Hilton, Chief of the Royal Columbian 
Hospital’s Cardiology Department as a 
resource person for their project and to 
provide advice on the physiological aspects 
of the heart. 

“Medical people study the body qualita¬ 
tively but engineers quantify things. We 
can help make judgements of whether or 
not a particular practice or material is ac¬ 
ceptable,” Tabarrok says, explaining how 
he and Moore bridge the gap between 
medical and engineering practices. 

Future applications for the Tabarrok- 
Moore model could include an ability to 
detect how particular heart defects react to 
different stresses.

A Report from the Dean 

Since September, 1988, three of the Faculty’s five academic units — 
History in Art Music and Creative Writing - have been evaluated in 
formal external reviews conducted by leading specialists in their disci¬ 
plines, and it is extremely gratifying that all three reviews not only 
gave high praise for the quality of faculty and programs but also gave 
solid support for the directions in which these departments were going. 
The departments of Theatre and Visual Arts will be externally reviewed 
during the next two years. The strength of the Faculty is evident to those 
within it, but it is vital that we have ourselves rigorously assessed by 
outside experts. 

The Faculty has been expanding its use of computers in research 
and fonnhing , and collaborative endeavors with the Faculty of Engineer¬ 
ing are increasing. With the Division of the Humanities we are develop¬ 
ing an interdisciplinary program in Film Studies, and longer established 
joint ventures with Humanities, such as the Arts Co-Op and the Medie¬ 
val Studies Program, have been very successful. 

Our outreach programs have also expanded. The Department of 
Visual Arts has worked closely with its counterpart in Okanagan College 


in Kelowna to assist them in establishing a four-year B.FA. degree pro¬ 
gram in Visual Arts. The Department of Creative Writing and the 
En’owkin International School of Writing in Penticton are presently 
creating a Diploma program in Native Indian Writing. 

The Department of History in Art is expanding its graduate train¬ 
ing to include a formal Ph. D. program, and the Department of Creative 
Writing is proposing to develop a Master’s program When new appoint¬ 
ments in Composition are made, we hope to be offering a D. M. A. in 
compostion in the School of Music. 

Design work on the new building to house the departments of 
Creative Writing and History in Art and the offices of the Dean and 
Associate Dean of Fine Arts has been nearly completed by the firm of 
Marshall Goldsworthy, and we anticipate moving into these facilities in 
the summer of 1991. 

I was on study leave from July 1 to December 31,1989. These six 
months allowed me to complete work on a long-delayed book, and I am 
extremely grateful to Dr. Alan Hughes, Associate Dean, for having served 
wth distinction as Acting Dean during this period.

She then 
did readings in Toronto, Kingston and Ottawa 
Besides her workshops at UVic, Ms. Young 
taught an all day workshop in Vancouver in 
November, 1989 for the BC Federation of Writ¬ 
ers. 

Robin Skelton has been writing books 
and getting them published as quickly as 
possible this year. Starting in September, 1989 A 
Gathering of Ghosts (Prairie Books, [with Jean 
KozokariJ); followed by Portrait of My Father 
(Sono Nis Press) in November. Celtic Contraries 
(Syracuse University Press) essays on Irish 
writers, came out in December. In between 
those publications Robin continued writing a 


viewed for Quill and Quire and taught here at 
UVic. F.Garcial Lorca:Selected Poems and Ballads 
(translation: Guernica Press) is due out in 
January and finally, The Practise of Witchcraft 
(Press Porcepic) was published in March, 1990.

Sydney 
and New South Wales in Australia, giving 
lectures and developing a research project in 
Imperialism and Popular Theatre with an 
Australian colleague. He also received a com¬ 
mission from the Oxford University Press to 
edit an anthology of 19th century English plays. 
“Melodrama and the Working Class”, in Dra¬ 
matic Dickens (Macmillan 1988) is his latest 
publication. 

In addition to her position as Communi¬ 
cations Officer for the Department of Theatre, 
Mamie Crowe has led a publicity and promo¬ 
tions workshop for the Association of BC Drama 
Educators; did publicity promotions and adver¬ 
tising for the 5th Annual Canadian National 
Institute for the Blind (CNIB) Eye Appeal Silent 
Bid Art Auction; and was Head of Wardrobe for 
the Christmas Pantomime Aladdin as well as 
Dresser for The Nutcracker, The Royal Win¬ 
nipeg Ballet and Ballet BC 

Gysbertus (Bert) Timmermans continues 
to work as the Production Manager for the 
Theatre Department. Last summer he co-taught 
Theatre 499 as well as served as the Mainstage 
Stage Manager for the Canadian National 
Theatre Festival, held in Victoria. During the 
last academic year, Mr. Timmermans received 
funds, through the Academic Development 
Fund, for the purchase of computer hardware 
and programming time to create a custom 
designed computer system for the student Stage 
Managers. 

Dr. Harvey M Miller, Associate Professor, 
performed a principal role in an episode of the 
television series Bordertown, for CBN in the 
United States and CTV in Canada. In the spring 
of 1989 he served as the Theatre BC adjudicator 
for the Zone Festivals of the South Island, 

Fraser Valley and the Kootenays. He recently 
directed a production of The Playboy of the 
Western World at the Phoenix Theatre, which 
opened November 16th. He travelled to Ireland 
to do research for this production. During the 
spring and summer Dr. Miller attended many 
professional theatre productions in Dublin, 
London, and New York. He spent two weeks 
working at the Trinity College Library in 
Dublin and travelled on the West Coast of 
Ireland. He also taught a Summer Institute in 
Directing for Education Extension at the univer¬ 
sity in July. 

Steve Vrooman continues as Technical 
Director at the Phoenix Theatre where he is 
responsible for the technical requirements of all 
productions. Throughout the year he also 
works at Victoria’s Royal Theatre and the 
McPherson Playhouse. This summer he worked 
the Rolling Stones concert in Vancouver. Mr. 
Vrooman spends his summers doing the fire¬ 
works at the Buchart Gardens. 

Along with Dr Dale McIntosh of the 
Department of Music Education, John Krich 
directed the musical, The Mystery of Edwin 
Drood for the Phoenix Theatre in March. Later 
in the spring of 1989, he was one of the Reader/ 
Judges for Theatre BCs National Playwriting 
Competition. Professor Krich was responsible 
for selecting the three winning plays from more 
than 140 competitors. In July he travelled to 
Seattle, Washington where he presented a 
paper, “A Brief History of Dramatic Spectacles 
in the American Circus”, at the Circus Fans As¬ 
sociation of America 1989 Convention. Until 
July 1990 he is Acting Chairman of the Depart¬ 
ment of Theatre. This spring he will be direct¬ 
ing the musical Canterbury Tales at the Phoenix 
Theatre. 

During the 1988-89 year, Dr. Murray D. 
Edwards was appointed to the boards of: 
Victoria/Vancouver Film and Video Commis¬ 
sion and the Intermunicipality Cultural Fund¬ 
ing Advisory Sub-Committee. His video 
program Reaching out with Extension was 
awarded first prize in the Canadian Association 
for University Continuing Education. Dr. 
Edwards also won a contract with the Canadian 
Museum of Civilization, in Ottawa, to produce 
Raven’s Village, a documentary to be presented 
in the Grand Hall for viewers of the six Long 
Houses built by West Coast Indian Artisans. 

Professor Juliana Saxton has been on 
Study Leave for the past year. During that time 
she worked on three manuscripts: the text of 
the performance, The Women of Margaret 
Laurence; a manual for artists and administra¬ 


tors in school touring; and a teaching text on 
questioning. In February, 1989, she was invited 
to teach for the Department of German, Univer¬ 
sity of Elchstatt, GDR, which she combined 
with a visit to the Netherlands as the guest of 
Dr. Danielle Lydersay, a former graduate 
student of the Theatre Department In London 
Professor Saxton undertook research at the 
Drama and Tape Centre, ILEA, London. In May, 
with Professor Norah Morgan, she presented a 
paper, “This Was Not Asked For”, at the Drama 
Research Symposium at OISE in Toronto. 
Professor Saxton attended a number of confer¬ 
ences as a participant gave workshops at the 
Calgary Fine Arts Conference, and lectures for 
drama teachers in training, at the University of 
Toronto and Brock University. She played a 
principal role in a teaching film, Pay Equity for 
Whynot? Productions of Toronto. 

Blndon Klnghom was Zone Festival Ad¬ 
judicator (Vancouver, Peace River and the 
Okanagan) for Theatre BC in April, 1989. Mr. 
Klnghorn, Phoenix Theatre Manager, was guest 
speaker for Triangle Mountain Theatre Group 
in October and gave Directing Workshops in 
various parts of BC throughout the year. He 
has also been busy planning, researching and 
fund raising for a major production of Peter Pan, 
which he will be directing in the spring and 
summer of 1990. In the fall he produced an on- 
campus touring production of the one act play 
Lonestar. 

Morgan Gadd, full time sessional instruc¬ 
tor, had a summer full of non-stop theatre. 

April found him in Campbell River, where he 
taught a workshop in directing under the 
auspices of Theatre BG He returned to 
Campbell River in May and June to direct 
Nurse Jane Goes to Hawaii by Canadian play¬ 
wright Allan Stratton. Then it was on to the 
University of Lethbridge where he taught a 
summer course in Stage Movement Mr. Gadd 
returned to Victoria in August to direct A Month 
of Sundays for the Victoria Theatre Guild. In 
addition to teaching acting and voice in thin 
fall’s production of Playboy of the Western 
World he is preparing to form a summer 
company that will dramatize the Maritime 
heritage of the West Coast at the BC Maritime 
Museum, here in Victoria. 

This year. Dr. Giles Hogya directed and 
co-designed the departmental production of 
Jean-Paul Sartre’s classic existential drama. No 
Exit, which was also revived for the Victoria 
Fringe Festival *89 to sell-out audiences and to 
critical acclaim Dr. Hogya also presented two 
major lighting design workshops: a 3-day event 
for the BC Festival of Arts at Chilliwack and a 
week-long event at UVic for 15 high school 
teachers. Off Broadway activities include the 
set and lighting for The Importance of Being 
Earnest by Oscar Wilde, and Tom Stoppard’s 
Traversities. Uniquely, these productions were 
designed as a conceptual unit, since Traversities 
is, among other things, a parody of Earnest Both 
shows run in revolving repertory at the Jean 
Cocteau Repertory Theatre in New York City. 
Under contract to direct and design Night of the 


Tribades and The Stronger, Dr. Hogya returns to 
the Cocteau Repertory Theatre this spring. 

Allan Stitchbury is the resident scene 
designer for the Phoenix Theatre. Last season 
he designed the sets for Phoenix Theatre 
productions of Moliere’s Tartuffe (November 

1988) , The Mystery of Edwin Drood (March 1989), 
and The Marriage of Bette and Boo (October 

1989) . He has also designed the sets for a new 
Canadian play, Border Town Cafe and for Mail 
Order Bride, both at the Blyth Festival, in 
Ontario; which the latter was staged by The 
Alberta Theatre Projects in Calgary. For the 
Calgary Opera Company, Edmonton Opera 
Company and the Manitoba Opera he designed 
both sets and lighting for the opera Cdrmen. 
Professor Stitchbury has been invited to design 
the sets for Shakespeare’s The Merry Wives of 
Windsor, at the Stratford Festival for the 1990 
season. 

Dr. Alan Hughes is the Associate Dean of 
Fine Arts and was the Acting Dean of Fine Arts 
from July to December 1989. As Associate Dean 
he was responsible for the organization of the 
popular Fine Arts Festival, 1989. His edition of 
Shakespeare’s Titus Andronicus in the New 
Cambridge Shakespeare is soon to be published. 
His article, * Acting Style in the Ancient World” 
appeared in Theatre Notebook. Dr. Hughes also 
presented a paper, “The Longleat Manuscript”, 
at the Renaissance Studies Association of the 
Pacific Northwest. He has had four essays 
published in Blackwells’ Companion to the ' 
Twentieth-Century Theatre: "Henry Irving", 
“Ellen Terry”, “John Martin Harvey”, and “The 
Influence of Nineteenth on Twentieth Century 
Theatre”. Dr. Hughes travelled extensively in 
Italy in June 1989, researching acting in the 
ancient world. He is president of Intrepid 
Theatre Company, which produced the Third 
Victoria Fringe Festival (September 1989). His 
production of George F. Welker’s Theatre of the 
Film Noir opened at the Phoenix Theatre on 
February 15,1990. 

Doreen Thompson is the instructor for 
“Singing for Actors”, a course offered for theatre 
students through University Extension. She is a 
Ph. D candidate in Theatre History and is 
currently collecting material for her disserta¬ 
tion topic, “Images of the New Woman’ on the 
London Stage during the 1890’s”. Her area of 
research focusses on female characters in the 
social plays and operas of that period. Mrs. 
Thompson’s work on women’s stage roles has 
already produced two articles: “The Character 
of Kundry in Wagner’s ParsifaP for the Wagner 
Society Journal, published in London; and 
“Stoppard’s Idea of Woman: Good, Bad or Indif¬ 
ferent” for an anthology entitled, Critical Essays 
on Tom Stoppard to be published by GK Hall 
and Co, Boston. 

Apart from a busy schedule of te aching

Piesowocki also conducts an o ngoing trapeze 
project with several theatre students. 

This is Fiona Bramhlll’s first year as an 
instructor, but she is no stranger to the depart¬ 
ment of theatra having graduated with her 
BFA in 1983. She was the director of the Carou¬ 
sel Theatre School in Vancouver for three years 
and taught movement courses at Langara 
College, Vancouver. She has conducted work¬ 
shops throughout the province as well as 
adjudicated the High School Drama Festivals in 
Nelson and Campbell River. In addition to 
teaching and workshops, she has also written a 
short play for Carousel Theatre, coached profes¬ 
sional actors and pursued a career as an actress. 

Kay Peet, who teaches Theatre 150, 

Speech Communication, has completed a survey 


of university students to determine the degree 
of speech training they received in school. She 
is now receiving and organizing information 
about speech courses in other Canadian univer¬ 
sities. Ms. Peet is con tinuing work on a guide 
for speech in intermediate classrooms. She 
attended a speech and drama conference in 
Cambridge, England and is scheduled to give a 
presentation on speech t raining for teachers in 
Hull, England in 1991 

Barry Yzereef is currently teaching 
Theatre History and a Music Education course 
at UVic. This past summer he performed in 
Phoenix Summer Theatre’s productions of 
David Mamet’s Edmond and WS Gilbert’s 
Engaged. In fall 1988 he directed a student pro¬ 
duction of Gilbert and Sullivan’s Trial by Jury, 
and will direct a fourth year workshop produc¬ 
tion for the theatre department A professional 
actor and director, Mr. Yzereef is researching 
the acting styles and traditions of 19th century 
English melodrama and will be completing 
degree requirements for his PhD in the near 
futura 
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The months which have passed since the 
last issue of Artsletter have been exciting ones 
for the Department of History in Art In May, 
1989 they learned that one of their graduate 
students, Elaine Wright, and been chosen as the 
recipient of the Governor General’s Gold Medal 
for the most outstanding MA thesis written at 
the university during 1988. Ms. Wright was 
also a winner of a SSHRCC doctoral fellowship, 
and has begun work at Oxford on her PhD in 
the history of Islamic art In the same month. 

Dr. Elizabeth Tumasonis was selected to receive 
the first Alumni Association award for excel¬ 
lence in teaching, and Dr. Kathlyn Liscomb was 
awarded a substantial SSHRCC research grant 
to assist with her research on Chinese painting. 

Over the summer, the department wel¬ 
comed three new members to its faculty: Dr. 
Louisa Matthew (a specialist in the art of the 
Italian Renaissance), Dr. Victoria Wyatt (a 
specialist in Native arts of the North-West 
Coast), and Dr. Nancy Micklewright ( a special¬ 
ist in Islamic art). All three arrived in Victoria 
to discover that their courses were already 
closed having reached the maximum possible 
enrollment It is expected that two more full¬ 
time appointments will be made during the 
course of the current year, as they continue to • 
rebuild their strength following a series of early 
retirements. In addition to our regular faculty. 
Dr. Judith Pratt (Asian Art) and Dr. Arlane 
Isler-De Jongh (history of photography) have 
accepted adjunct appointments, and will offer 
courses on an occasional basis. 

Dr. Anthony Welch completed an article 
on “Iran: Reaction and Revolution” for a publi¬ 
cation — Cultural Policy in the Post-Modern Era.— 
of the Calgary Institute for the Humanities. 

Two additional articles on Islamic painting are 
in press. He gave papers on aspects of his 
research at the Association for Asian Studies, at 
the College Art Association, and at the Univer¬ 
sity of Calgary. During his six month study 
leave from July 1 to December 31,1989, he also 
finished editing, annotating and writing a 
lengthy introduction to the journal of a 17th 
century Venetian nobleman who travelled to 
the Near East and India between 1671-1674 
Never before published, the journal with its 
fifty-seven illustrations is an important new 
source for cultural history of the period. 

Dr. Kathlyn Liscomb, on study leave last 
fall, received a SSHRC two-year grant to study 
a collection of paintings found in the tomb of a 
Chinese man who died in 1495. In February a 
paper of hers was presented at the Annual 
Meeting of the College Art Association of 
America in New York City. The paper is 
“Wang Lu and Foiirteenth-Century Debates on 
Painting.” She recently published an article 
“The Role of Leading Court Officials as Patrons 
of Painting in the Fifteenth Century” in Ming 
Studies no. 27 (spring 1989). She had a catalogue 
entry for Ritual and Reverence: Chinese Art at the 
University of Chicago, for a 1989 exhibition at the 
David and Alfred Smart Gallery. In January, 
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1990 she gave a talk called ‘Patrons of Chinese 
Painting: Emperors and Court Officials” which 
was sponsored by the Asian Art Society of 
Victoria, and will be given at the Art Gallery of 
Greater Victoria. 

Victoria Wyatt moved here from the 
University of Washington, where she was 
Assistant Professor in the Art History Depart¬ 
ment, teaching Native American art, as well as 
the Curator of Northwest Coast Indian Art at 
the Burke Museum on campus. She received 
her PhD from Yale in 1985 and worked in 
Alaska before taking the position at U of W. 

The University of Washington Press and 
Douglas and McIntyre have recently published 
Images from the Inside Passage: An Alaskan 
Portrait by Winter and Pond It interprets a 
collection of photographs taken around the turn 
of the century, of Tlingit and Haida Indians in 
southeast Alaska, and supplements a trave lling 
exhibition that Dr. Wyatt curated for the 
Alaska State Library. Last summer she was 
tour leader for a Smithsonian Associates cruise 
that explored wilderness areas in southeast 
Alaska. Current projects include editing an 


interdisciplinary Encyclopedia of the Pacific 
Northwest 

In addition to his teaching and adminis¬ 
trative duties. Dr. John Osborne, chair of the 
Department has a variety of research projects 
in progress. For the past three years his work 
on the development of non-subjective criteria 
for dating early medieval mural paintings in 
the city of Rome has been funded by research 
grants from SSHRCC, and he has recently been 
invited to catalogue a collection of seventeeth 
century drawings depicting medieval objects 
and monuments, which forms part of the Royal 
Library at Windsor Castle in En gland. Outside 
the university, he serves on the Executive 
Board of the Universities Art Association of 
Canada, the Board of Directors of the Canadian 
Federation for the H umani ties, and the Execu¬ 
tive Committee and Board of Trustees of the 
Canadian Mediterranean Institute. In the past 
year he has published articles in RACAR and 
the Papers of the British School at Rome, and has 
also prepared a number of entries for the 
Macmillan Dictionary of Art

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As always, the School of Music’s perform¬ 
ing ensembles have had a busy year, culminat¬ 
ing In the Chorus and Orchestra performance of 
Handel’s Elijah In AprlL The University of 
Victoria’s Chamber Singers, with director Dr. 
Bruce More, had a highly successful concert 
tom of Hawaii, Australia and New Zealand In 
May judging from the five rave reviews they 
received. Among the other major performances 
were the Opera Ensemble’s presentations of 
Bemsteins’s Trouble in Tahitia, Bizet’s Dr. Mirada, 
and Sonic Lab’s performance of Schoenberg’s 
Pierrot Lunaira Among the many visitors were 
the Purcell String Quartet which presented 
three programs, and the distinguished Soviet 
composer Rodion Shchedrin, who spoke on 
‘Music and Perestroika”. 

The School’s Director, Dr. Gordana 
Lazarevich, has been on study leave this year, 
pursuing her research in European libraries. In 
her absence Michael Longton has served as 
Acting Director. 

Ian McDougall has had many appear¬ 
ances with his jazz trio Rio, (R- Ron Johnson, I- 
Ian McDougall, O-Oliver Ganon), including the 
Vancouver and Toronto International Jazz 
Festivals. The trio Is making arrangements for a 
cross-Canada tour for June 1990. He was a guest 
lecturer in Jazz Studies at the University of 
Southern Mississippi as well as a guest soloist 
with their Jazz Band. 

In the late summer of 1989 Lanny Pollet 
co-ordinated and performed three concerts 
given by the Festival Contemporary Music 
Ensemble, which is part of the Victoria Interna¬ 
tional Music Festival. Two of these concerts 
were recorded by CBC Radio. Then in October 
1989 Mr. Pollet performed a full recital at the 
School of Music’s Recital Hall, with pianist 
Bruce Vogt and guitarist Bryan Townsend. 
Repertoire included music by Debussy, Brahms 
and the American composer, Robert Beaser. 

Clarinetist Patricia Ko6tek was heard on 
CBCs West Coast Performances performing 
Mozart’s Quintet for Clarinet and Strings in A 
Major with the Purcell String Quartet She 
appeared as a soloist with the Kansas City 
(Missouri) Chamber Orchestra, performing 
Mozart’s Concerto in A Major, K.621 This per¬ 
formance was broadcast on National Public 
Radio (NPR). She is continuing as principal 
clarinetists with this orchestra for several 
concerts during their 1989-90 season. In July, 
1989 Patricia Kostek participated in CLARFEST

Dr. Harald Krebs made a research trip to 
Germany during October and November where 
he lectured in Berlin and Stuttgart He also had 
various publications in journals, including Jour¬ 
nal of Music Theory, Journal of the Arnold 
Schoenberg Institute and the Canadian University 
Music Review. 

In May, 1989 Helen Hall was selected as

Garden friends raise $12,000 


Two UVic psychology professors will work 
with a new federal centre of excellence (NCE) 
created to focus on Canada’s aging society. 
Dr. Roger Dixon and Dr. David Hultsch form 
part of a 24-member research team from 10 
Canadian universities and two industrial 
concerns involved in the Network for Pro¬ 
moting Independence and Productivity in an 
Aging Society. 

The government has pledged $5 million 
to the new network which is based at the 
University of Toronto. It is the 15th centre of 
excellence to be established since funding 
for the nationwide research program was 
announced last October and the first centre to 
receive funding in the social sciences field. It 
is the sixth of six NCEs with which UVic has 
direct research connections. 

Dixon and Hultsch will conduct research 
in one of three main areas defined for study. 
They will be part of the group looking at how 
work and home environments affect cogni¬ 
tive performance and work behaviour with 
the aim of developing a better understanding 
of the problems faced by older workers and 
their employers. 

In their research area, Dixon and Hultsch 
will investigate the extent to which acquired 
expertise in the cognitive, manual and social 
aspects of a given profession can compen¬ 
sate for aging-related losses in general cog¬ 
nitive skills. They will select a profession 
that involves a complex set of skills typically 
performed at a high level by young and old 
adults and study the means through which 
the old adults continue to perform these tasks 
successfully. 

Other issues to be studied by network 
researchers are: new health care products 
and services that would provide better qual¬ 
ity of life for seniors or reduce the need for 
medical care or institutionalization; and the 
stress placed on families who care forelderly 
relatives. 

Dixon is the principal investigator and 
Hultsch the co-investigator of the UVic 
component of the network team. Other uni¬ 
versities participating in the U of T based 
centre are Concordia, Montreal, Guelph, 
McMaster, Trent, Waterloo, Manitoba, and 
Alberta. 

Industrial partners are the Aging and 
Rehabilitation Product Development Centre 
of Winnipeg, Manitoba, which has a technol¬ 
ogy transfer and product testing and evalu¬ 
ation focus, and Corporate Health Consult- 


The UVic Board of Governors played host to 
the fourth annual Conference of Canadian 
University Board Chairs and Secretaries, held 
at the Victoria Conference Centre April 8 to 
10. The conference was organized by BOG 
chair Ian Stewart. More than 100 delegates 
from across Canada attended. 

The financing and governance of post- 
secondary education were the focus of dis¬ 
cussions. The delegates endorsed a state¬ 
ment strongly urging federal and provincial 
governments to live up to their obligations to 
provide proper financial support to higher 
education. Political rhetoric from first minis¬ 
ters and ministers of finance across Canada 
does not satisfy the needs of universities as 
they attempt to offer qualified students in 
Canada the best possible higher education, 
said the chairs. 


ants of Mississauga, Ontario, which provides 
employee assistance to more than 26 compa¬ 
nies across Canada. 

The NCE program is administered by the 
three federal granting councils: the Social 
Sciences and Humanities Research Council, 
the Natural Sciences and Engineering Re¬ 
search Council, and the Medical Research 
Council on behalf of the Minister for Sci¬ 
ence. The councils have established an inter- 
nationally-renowned jury to review propos¬ 
als for establishment of NCEs and make 
recommendations on funding to the Minister 
of State (Science and Technology). 

The original request for funding for the 
network was approved and the network was 
rated highly by the international peer review 
committee in die NCE competition last year, 
but funds were not available within the 
competition’s $240 million approved budget 
limit. The government sought funding op¬ 
tions and announced its support of the new 
network in April. 

“By the year 2030, one Canadian in four 
will be over 65 years of age,” noted Minister 
of National Health and Welfare Perrin Beatty, 
in announcing the funding of the new pro¬ 
gram joindy with Science Minister William 
Winegard and Secretary of State Gerry 
Weiner. 

“Consequendy, the government believes 
that we must now encourage the independ¬ 
ence and the productivity of older Canadi¬ 
ans. By supporting this initiative we can 
bring our best university researchers together 
with industry to address issues affecting 
seniors, Canada’s international competitive¬ 
ness, and our quality of life,” said Beatty. 

The three federal ministers welcomed the 
collaboration between the Department of 
Health & Welfare, SSHRC, MRC, and 
NSERC in support of studying the issue of 
productivity in an aging society. 

“This demographic shift poses a complex 
challenge to Canada’s society and economy, 
the solution to which will require the full 
contribution of Canada’s social sciences 
community. Support for this network repre¬ 
sents a major step in theprocess,” said Weiner. 

The NCE program now supports approxi¬ 
mately 500 researchers in engineering and in 
the natural, medical, and social sciences, 
working on co-ordinated long range pro¬ 
grams with colleagues in industry, universi¬ 
ties, and government laboratories. 


They agreed that in response to govern¬ 
ment underfunding universities will have to 
continue tough expense control measures 
which jeopardize the quality of higher edu¬ 
cation in Canada. There was consensus that 
boards should consider such revenue gener¬ 
ating measures as enhanced fund raising 
efforts, auxiliary fees within individual insti¬ 
tutions and tuition fee increases. 

Provincial government funding and fed¬ 
eral governments, through transfer payments, 
must not be allowed to shrink the budgets of 
Canadian universities. The consequences 
would include Canada’s more promising 
students leaving the country for their educa¬ 
tions and institutions of higher education 
failing to recruit and keep the most talented 
teachers, scholars and researchers, the chairs 
emphasized. 


The University Garden Friends, a society 
dedicated to the upkeep and expansion of the 
University Gardens, have raised over $ 12,000 
in just three hours at their annual plant sale, 
held May 6. 

While UVic’s Buildings and Grounds 
Department is responsible for the mainte¬ 
nance of the Gardens, the Friends advise on 
expansion and choice of new plants. The 
$12,000 profit from sales totalling nearly 
$24,000 will go towards purchasing new 
trees, rhododendrons and shrubs for the Gar¬ 
den. 

Betty Kennedy, Chair of the University 
Garden Friends, said that the plants for sale 
were not the “common ones that you find in 
garden shops,” but more exotic varieties, 
primarily rhododendrons. 


Kirsten Barnes had a storybook year in na¬ 
tional and international rowing in 1989. The 
final chapter was written April 7 when she 
was named by the local sports media as 
Victoria female athlete of the year for 1989 at 
the Victoria Sports Awards. 

Barnes led the UVic women’s eight to an 
almost perfect record in 1989, helping the 
boat capture the Sport B.C. Team of the Year 
Award. On the international circuit, she 
brought home a gold and silver medal from 
the U.S. National Championships, a silver in 
the fours at the World Student Games, and 
fourth place in the fours at the World Cham¬ 
pionships, finishing less than a boat-length 
short of the medals. 

As well, Barnes was selected as UVic’s 
Outstanding Female Athlete, for the 1989-90 
academic year at the Athletics and Recrea¬ 
tion Services annual awards banquet on 
March 24. 

The World Championships in Bled, Yu¬ 
goslavia provided Barnes with her racing 
highlight of the year. “At the World’s you 


“This year I think we had a larger profit

The University Garden Friends were 
formed when the University asked local 
rhododenron enthusiasts to help plan and 
develop the gardens. The group has contin¬ 
ued to help plan and raise funds for further 
improvements to the gardens, which cur¬ 
rently are home to over 1600 species of 
plants.
